Omens Favorable for Forma- 
tion of Peace League in 
Opinion of Lansdowne 


LONDON, March 19,-—In the house 
of lords Tuesday, Lord Parmoor 
moved a resolution approving the 
principie of the League of Nations and 
tue Constitution of a tribunal whose 
orders should be enforced by ade- 
quate sanction, 

In speaking oh this subject, Lord 
Lansdowne sdid that two essentials 
were requisite for a league of nations. 
The first was, in his view, that it 
must be Open to all and comprise all 
the important powers, while the sec- 
ond was that it should be armed with 


executive powers sufticient to secure 
unquestionable obedience to its de- 
cisions, Lord Lansdowne sald he be- 


lieved that if the league was able to 
apply pressure in different shapes it 
could guarantee peace’ in the civilized 
world, or at least secure a delay for 
Ciscussion and _ conciliation which 
would in many cases effectually avoid 
ihe threatened dangers. He believed 
the omens were entirely favorable to 
the formation of such a league, one of 
the most hopeful omens being the in- 
terest taken in it in the United States, 
without whose adhesion the consum- 
mation of thé idea would be beyond 
reach, 

Considering America’s great jworld 
trade, he said, there was no country 
whieh would use the economic weap- 
on so effectually, 

Expressnig agreement with Presi- 
dent Wilson's idea that it might be 
necessary to exclude Germany from 
free economic intercourse if she con- 
tinues to disturb the peace, Lord 
Lansdowne discussed the admission of 
the Central Powers to the future. 
Regarding thg@ suggested impossibility 
of admitting Germany ‘ecause she 
could not be tr@ted, he said nobody 
proposed to..rely upon. the German 
pledge or the German signature. The 
ossence of the proposal was that the 
powers udmitted to partnership 
would to some extent part with their) 
sovereign rights and enter into a com- 
pact to @nform to whatever code of 
international law was laid down by 
the league itself, If the league, he 
argued, was able to pronounce sen- 
tence of international outlawry, it 
would be guarantee of the mainten- 
ance of peace unlike anything the 
world had been able to conceive.

The Canada Food Board has ask- 
ed the Y.M.C.A, to go into the work to 
sufeguard the boy and all the organiza- | 
tion leaders in the boys’ Gepartment 
of the Y.M.C.A, have been loaned to 
the food board during the campaign. 


In Edmonton the four high school 
principals are enrolling officers and

|} @ivided into six to ten zones, with 


superyisors in each to look after the 
welfate of the boys.

It is hoped to get from 1,000 to 
1,500 boys in Alberta as a result of 
the campalan.

Every enrolling officer will report 
to W. E. Galloway, of the Y.M.C.A., 
Calgary, by wire or mall of the total 
number of boys enlisted, and these 
must be in his hands by Saturday 
night, March 23, so that an estimate 
can be formed at once of the response 
of Alberta boys. There will not be 
much effort made to get boys for the 
seeding, as it Is not considered that 
boys with no training wil! be satis- 
factory help on the farms for the 
spring work. They will, however, be 
of use for the haying and harvesting 
when such skilled help is not required 
and will in that way get training that 
will make them of «-- for the seeding 
next year, | 

This week is definitely @eet as en 
listment week for the “soldiers of the 
soll" all over Canada, and the matter 
is being placed before the boys in 
every high school and collegiate insti- 
tute and Sunday school before that 
time expires. It is considered that in 
the interests of greater production, it 
should be of considerable encourage- 
ment to know that 25,000 or so older 
boys were ready ‘{f needed to render 
service on the farms, It will no doubt 
influence the farmers in the amount 
of acreage they cultivate this year tf 
lucy know that this labor is avaliable.

Windsor Hotel at Lamont Burns 


At Midnight While Guests Flee 


For 


Lives in Scant Attire 


| Sixty People Sleeping in Building When Flames Are Discovered— 


Loss Will Be $10,000 with $6,000 Insurance—-Volunteer Bucket 
Brigade Saves Nearby Edifices—Proprietor Will Rebuild.

LAMONT, Alta,, March 18,— 
The Windsor hotel, in this town, 
was burned at midnight Sunday 
with practically all its contents, 
There were 60 persons asleep in 
the hotel at the tme, including 
transient guests, lodgers and the 
staff and they barely escaped 
with their lives, A fow articles 
of furniture from the lower floors 
were saved, but nothing else of 
importance could be rescued, 


story of the building was well ablaze. 
The guests and hotel help were all 
asleep at the time, and were forced to 
flee for their lives, many of them in 
their night clothing or what few ar- 
ticles of dress they could snatch up as 
they ran, 

In a very short time the whole edi- 
fice was a mass of flames and quite 
past saving. Practically the entire 
town was aroused, and turned to ald 
Extinguishers were used at first, but 
when the fire had spread through the 
hotel all efforts were concentrated in 
saying other buildings in the neigh- 
borhocd, including the hotel storage 
house, a few feet away; the Alberta 
Lumber Co.'s yard and garage, a 
Chinese restaurant, and a livery barn 
and residence.

Provincial police between April 1, 
1917, and December 31, 1917—Convic- 
tions, 726; fines, $30,230.75; jail sen- 
tences, 25 months; additional jail sen- 
tences, 635; suspended sentences, 10. 

It had been argued, said the pre- 
mier, that was not fair evidence of 
the enforcement of the act, but be 
that ag it might, !t seemed to him that 
it was evidence the police force was 
succeeding in a larger way than pre- 
vicusly. And it should be recollected 
that the situation was made more dif- 
ficult by reason of the decision allow- 
ing liquor to be warehoused in the pro- 
vince. 

The government was preparing to 
use its best endeavors to have the act 
enforced, the premier declared, and 
they meant to do so to the limit of the 
law, He thought some of the amend- 
ments of the liquor law would be en- 
tirely satisfactory.

UNDER ATTACK 


Legislature Committee Discusses 
Removal of Restriction on 
Trial by Jury 


PROPOSED CHANGE IN ACT 


Asserted Alberta Has Gone Fur- 
ther Than Any Other English- 
speaking Country 


Trial by jury of civil cases in the 
supreme ccurt of Alberta oocasioned 
an important discussion at the Legal 
committee of the legislature on Tues- 
day morning, the question arising on 
a resolution of A. F. Ewing sent down 
by the house for consideration, The 
effect of Mr. Ewing's resolution would 
be to extend the list of civil cases to 
be tried by juries. Following the dis- 
cussion, action on the resolution was 
deferred until another meeting of the 
committee on Monday, when the 
change in the Judicature Act that will 
be required to give force to Mr, Ew- 
ing’s proposition will be considered. 

Add To Cost. 

Hon, C. R. Mitchell opposed the re- 
solution, contending that it would al- 
ter the simplified system of court 
practice In operation and also add to 
the cost of litigation, a matter In 
which the poorer class of litigants. was 
especially interested. 

Hon, A. G. MacKay, who presided, 
pointed out that the system adopted 
in Alberta in 1914 went further than 
any other province in Canada in giv- 
ing judges power to say what cases 
should be tried. He pointed out that 
the practice in Saskatchewan was 
practically the same as Mr. Ewing 
proposed, 

Mr. Mitchell mentioned that in cer- 
tain criminal cases there was no jury 
trial and commented on the fact that 
no ong seemed to have been hurt by 
the present practice. At least there 
was no strong demand for a change. 

Action by U.F.A, 

James Weir interjected that the U. 
F.A. had approached the cabinet last 
year on the matter. 

Mr. MacKay took exception to the 
suggestion that they should not in- 
terfere with the judges. “Tt is not 
their business to make the laws of the 
land,” he declared. “It is their busl- 
ness to make regulations not to de- 
prive the people of the right of trial 
by jury. The question of trial by jury 
is settled by statutory enactment.” 

Mr, Mitchell said he was willing to 
igree to an amendment of the act but 
he held it would not be courteous to 
the judges to act as proposed so long 


Whole Seat of Justice, 
“There is more involved,” said Hon. 


J. R. Boyle, “than a mere rule of 
court. It goes to the whole seat of 
justice. It is something that should 


never have been left to the judges,” 

“They have gone farther than the 
judges in any other English speaking 
country in taking awey rights from 
the people for trial by jury in civil 
cases,” was the comment of Mr. Ew- 
ing. “This sovereign legislature should 
at least lay down the rules. The 
right to a jury, should be statutory.” 

Mr. Mitchell said that under the act 
power was given to the judges to 
frame the rules. 

Cut Out Jury System, 

“Do you think it is the business of 
rules to cut off the jury system?” aek- 
ed Mr, MacKay.

They could drive the horse rake and 
mower stook grain and pitch sheaves 
in threshing, All the time they would 
be learning and would be ready for 
the spring of 1919, 

We must lay our plans now for the 
coming year, just as if we thought 
that the war was going to last a long 
time and that the crop of 1919 was 
going to be the most important crop 
in the history of Canada. If the war 
continues and more of our young men 
are drafted into military service, these 
boys, under military age, will be our 
/0-y source of farm labor, 

The speaker appealed to parents to 
let their boys go onto the farms, for 
the benefit of their physical health

By reason of the shortage of shipping 
and the distance to other sources of 
supply, it was to Canada and the Unit- 
ed States, he said, that the Allies were 
looking for wheat and meat, and un- 
less these countries stepped into the 
breach, Great Britain would suffer 
from actual want.

amounted to only 3 1-2 ounces a day, 
even when evenly distributed. By

Upon us also rests the great- 
est responsiblity. Distance will not 
save us. The future depends altogeth- 
er upon the character of our people. 
We are not feeling the food shortage, 
but the people in the old coyntries 
are face to face with the ugly thing 
that the people of India know full 
well—famine.” 

Need No Urging 

Mrs. McClung said that the women 
of Alberta did not need any urging to 
do their duty. It was only a case of 
showing them what they could do and 
they would do it. It was a solemn 
occasion, The last reserves of men 
were being called on and the women 
were being called on to take their 
places in the work forthe Empire, We 
must mobilize all our forces in this 
crisis. 

The speaker said that a number of 
suggestions had been made to her as 
to how work could be made effective 
in this campaign. One appeal had| 
been made in behalf of the old men, 
by one of them, who said that at 65 he 
felt as fit as he ever had and wanted 
an opportunity to take the place of 
some younger man who went into the 
harvest field, 

Another suggestion was that the 
school board should take up the mat- 
ter of providing a noon lunch for

RURAL WING TO 
CITY HOSPITAL 


NEEDS $216,000 


Building Addition to Royal 
Alex. Costly Undertaking 
at Present Time 


$34,000 FROM UNITS 


Hospital Board Grants In-| 


crease in Salaries—Use 
Grounds for Production 


At its meeting yesterday afternoon 
the hospital board decided that it 
would extend its co-operation to the 
scheme of the rural municipalities ad- 
jacent to the city, in order to provide 
a convenient hospital in the city for 
their use, The scheme is proposed 
under the act passed by the provincial 
legislature, which was designed to en- 
able the country districts to provide 
themselves with hospital accommoda- 
tion, 
board decided that it would attend a 
conference of the representatives of 
the municipalities, to be held on 
Thursday afternoon at the city hall, 
when the hospital proposals will be 
discussed, and a representative of the 
provincial government will probably 
be in attendance. 

The chairman, J. A, McDougall, ex- 
plained to the board the steps which 
had already been taken by the muni- 
cipalities, stating that meetings to dis- 
cuss the matter had been held, Ata 
meeting the previous Saturday, when 
a number of members of the board at- 
tended, together with the minister of 
public health, the proposal was made 
that the new wing shouJjd be added to 
the Royal Alexandra hospital and this 
devoted to the use of the municipali- 
ties This proposal was strongly rec- 
ommended, if it could be carried out, 
and the minister of public health 
thought well of it. It was decided, 
added the chairman, that details as 
ic the cost, etc., of the scheme, should 
be secured and placed before another 
meeting to be held on Thursday. 

The chairman asked if any of the 
necessary information had been secur- 
ed and Secretary Leonard said that 
Ald. Pheasey, had furnished an esti- 
mate. This placed the cost of the pro- 
posed wing at $203,850, which was 35 
per cent. in advance of the original 
estimate for the wing, and represented 


the advance in the cost of material. To | 


furnish the wing as public wards would 
cost another $12,000. Up to date, $25,- 
908 had been spent on the proposed 
new wing, this including architects’ 
fees, etc. The only material on hand 
was the steel, and there was some 
payment yet to make on this. 

The chairman remarked that it was 
going to cost $216,000 to build and 
furnish the wing. The five municipali- 
ties had a rateable value of $34,000, 
this being at the rate of 3 cents per 
acre, 

Some comment was made whether 
the project might not prove too big 
for the municipalities, 

Rey. Dr. Allen said that he thought 


-the provincial government, if the mat- 


ter was taken up actively by the cities 
and the municipalities, might be in- 
clined to do more in the way of pro- 
viding hospital accommodation. 

It was stated that representatives 
from Calgary were expected to arrive 
in Edmonton that day, as they were 
xoing before the provincial legislature 
to. ask for additional hospital grants, 
and the matter might be ‘taken 
with Calgary. 

Certain increase of salary and wages 
to the employees of the board 
were agreed to, as it was considered 
that these were done following the in- 
crease in the cost of living. 

The increases were as follows: Sec- 
retary, from $150 to $178; book-keep 
er, $100 to: $126; head orderly, $40 
to $45; three orderlies, $35 to $40; 
five laundry women, $39 to $42; car- 
penter, $90 to $100 

It was stated that all the employees 
were given their mid-day meal at the 
hospital, and the urderlies full board, 
and white uniforms.

OF NEXT OF KIN 
SOUGHT IN ACT 


Measure Coming Forward in Leg- 
islature is Non-controversial 
in its Character 


The act to incorporate the War 
Veterans’ Next-of-Kin Association, 
which has been printed and circulated 
in the legislature, appears to be a 
non-controversial measure It states 
that the term ‘‘next-of-kin’’ shall mean 
and include the words, widows, moth- 
ers, sisters and daughters of men of 
all services of the empire or its allies, 
who have been actively engaged in the 
war and have obtained honorable dis- 
charge and that the term “association” 
shall mean any next-of-kin association 
established under the act. Any ten or 
more next-of-kin may organize such 
an association and members of an 
association shall be chosen by ballot 
or in some form provided by con- 
stitutions Others than next-of-kin 
may be honorary members. Power is 
given to borrow money for the pur- 
poses of the corporation and may be 
used to acquire a site and erect build- 
ings for the association,

Commission Government for _ 
City of Edmonton Recommended 
By South Side Community League 


Provincial Government Asked to Suspend City Charter and Appoint 
a Board of Three to Run the City—Charter Amendments Critic- 


ized at Public Meeting—The M 
Prevey Speak in Explanaticn of

“We recommend that the provincial 
government be either requested to | 
suspend the city charter and appoint | 
a commission government of three! 
persons, one of these to be a fully 
qualified engineer, for a period to be 
determined, or introduce a local gov- | 
ernment board with complete powers 
of control in the following matters: 
Administrative, financial, engineering ; 
and undit.’” 

The above is the summing up of the 
interesting report presented to the 
meeting of South Side citizens on 
Tuesday night by the committee on 
civies of the South Side Community , 
league. The report, which criticized 
the proposed charter amendment, and 
raised a number of objections to their 
adoption, was adopted, and a com- 
mittee was selected to place the views 
of the meeting before the municipal 
law committee of the provincial leg- 
islature this morning. The report Is 
noted as interesting because it was 
termed as such by the majority of 
those present and many of the speak- 
ers said that it showed evidence of 
thought and careful preparation. 


Speakers Were Many 


The meeting, held in the Public li- 
brary on the Soyth Side, was well at- 
tended, citizens from hoth sides of 
the river being in evidence. The speak- 
ers were numerous, and included the 
mayor and Ald. Bush and Prevey. T. 
P. Malone was in the chair. 

The mayor was first presented and 
he, as at other meetings, gave a re- 
sume of the financial position of the 
city and of the effect of the proposed 
amendments and new forms of taxa- 
tion. He stated that it had been de- 
cided to exclude from the income tax 
proposals the married men earning a 
salary up to $1,000 per year. With 
the measures which were suggested 
he was confident that the city would 
be able to see its way through. Com- | 
menting upon the recommendations | 
that the provincial government should 
take over the management of the city, 
he said that there was no chance of 
the government doing what was ask- | 
ed. They had their own problems to 
face, and would not add to them the 
burden of the management of the city. 
He did not say that they could not 
appoint men of more administrative 
ability than the city council, but the 
people would have to pay the taxes 
all the same. 

There was nothing further from 
their minds than to relieve the land 
speculator.

EXEMPT FROM ACT, 


Provision in Amended Sale of 
Shares Act Excludes Co-op- 
erative Societies 


The Sale of Shares Act, as report- 
ed for third reading, is amended in 
two important respects.

Provincial Architect Has Layout 
For New Municipal 
Institutions 


COMPLETE IN DETAILS 


Smaller Buildings Are Similar to 
Larger, But on a Reduced 
Scale 


Plans for the municipal hospitals, 
as suggested by the department of 
public health, have been prepared by 
the provincial architect and are at- 
tractively shown in the offices of Hon. 
George P. Smith. Two plans are 
shown, one for the smallest unit, a 
capacity of eight beds, and the other 
the intermediate size, with a capacity 
of sixteen beds, Both are shown as 
cottage style of architecture and the 
second size is especially complete. In 
the plans for the small hospital many 
of the conveniences have been ex- 
cluded, It is estimated that the small- 
‘est unit would require three nurses at 
least and if the hospital were full, 
more than that number. 

In the intermediate size hospital, 
the plans show accommodation for six 
private wards, four in the isolation 
building and sour two-bed wards. The 
rooms cn the main floor are the four 
two-bed wards, four single rooms, 
Ccperating room, anaesthetic room, 
sterilizing room, two baths, linen 
cioset, dispensary and near the front 
dcor is the office. 

At the back of this main building 
and connected only by a ventilated 
corridor is the kitchen and the staff 
| dining room. This plan keeps all 
smetis of cooking, etc., from the main 
bullding. 

Upetairs over this wing are rooms 
for special cases under observation, 
As downstairs these will be practically 
isolated, In the main part of the 
second floor are the maternity ward, 
the nursery, the case room, four 
nurses’ rooms, a nurses’ sitting room 
and balcony which runs out over the 
sun parlor downstairs, 

In the basement are two staff 
rooms, storage rooma, vegetable room, 
laundry, heating plant, water system, 
etc, Tt Is the intention that each hos- 
pital will nave its own water system. 

A smatl isolation building is direct- 
ly behind the main building and con- 
| nected with a covered walk. In this 
| there is accommodation for four beds, 
| bath, and nurses’ room. 

The plans for the smaller hospital 
are made on # aller scale, but many 
| of the administration rooms have to 
; be included the same for the smaller 
| as for the larger type of hospital; 

The small hosnital is to accommo- 
date nine patients, and it is estimated 
that the cost of the building will be 
between $18,000 and $14,000. The 
equipment and furnishing naturally 
vary, but it is thought that $3000 to 
$4900 would cover the possible cost. 
This makes a total cost of hospital 
and equipment of $17,000 to $20,000. 
The sixteen-bed hospital without the 
Isolation wil cost from $28,000 to 
$24,000 for the building, and with the 
Isolation about $25,000, With the 
|equipment and furnishings the cost 
will run about $32,000, it is estimated, 

Plans for a large size hospital, to 
accomodate from 24 to 30 patients, 
are being prepared. This will cost 
}about $40,000, it is thought for the 
building. This ig the most pretentious 
plan that will be furnished by the de- 
partment of public health. Those g0- 
ing in for larger buildings will have 
‘to get out their own plans, and work 
out the estimates and so on.

Rightly man- 
aged the scheme should help very 
materially in the food production 
cause, and should also work to the 
physical, mental and moral well- 
being of thousands of boys who 
otherwise would spend the sum- 
mer vacation about the streets of 
the cities.

Consideration 
is due to this class of citizens alike 
because of what they have done, 
and because of the’ consequences 
which will fall upon them through 
no fault of their own if now means | 
are not taken to help provide the 
revenue required by the city, The 
collapse of the real estate boom 
destroyed the tax-paying power of 
the great amount of vacant prop- 
erty. The business readjustment 
which followed this collapse and 
the breaking-out of war largely de- 
stroyed also the tax-earning power 
of business property. For the past 
four years the city has been main- 
ly dependent for revenue upon the 
‘small taxpayer,’’ the man who 
owned, or was trying to pay for, 
the house and lot which constitut- 
ed the family home, and who in 
most cases owned little more than 
this. To him is due the fact that | 
the city has been able to avoid | 
bankruptey and to continue the 
services from which all citizens 
benefit. His position in reference 
to the question of changing the 
city’s tax system is pre-eminently 
entitled to sympathetic regard, 
That the small taxpayer has car- 
ried the city so far does not estab- 
lish any reason why he should be 
| Yequired to carry it indefinitely, 
|nor that he can go 60. Over and 
| above the amount of taxes actual- 
| ly paid each year there is a deficit 
# annually of from a million to a| 
4 million and a half dollars. We are 


at the point where this succession 
of deficit has to stop. That extra 
million must be got somewhere or 
the city defaults, and if the city 
defaults the adverse consequences 
must fall upon the man who has 
paid his taxes as well as upon the 
one who has not been able to do 
so and the one who has not been 
required to pay taxes. To avoid 
default it will be necessary to call 
upon all who benefit from city 
expenditure to help provide the 
required revenue: The professional 
man, and the investor, who do not 
happen to be property-owners can 
only be excused from paying taxes 
at the expense of the man who has 
been paying, as they have been 
excused at his expense in the past; 
while to fail to employ measures 
for collecting arrears of taxes 
must also result in imposing hard- 
ship upon this same class of citi- 
zens, to whom certainly no hard- 
ship is due. It is not fair, nor just, 
neither is it longer possible, that 
one section of those who benefit 
from the existence of the city and 
the services rendered by it should 
continue to provide the revenue 
required to carry on its affairs. As 
between the two sides to the ar- 
gument, the duty of the legislature 
is to protect the city and the tax- 
paying citizen—rather than to 
continue to exempt from taxes 
other citizens who ought to pay 
taxes, or to endeavor to indefi- 
nitely postpone a settlement on 


the part of those property-owners | 


who, unfortunately, have not been 
able to pay the taxes levied upon 
them. The situation is not one 
that lends itself to the exercise of 
choice. The course to follow is 
dictated by stern necessity. 


The Proposed Business Tax. 


The schedule of the proposed | 


city busines tax is too complicated 
to be readily understood—thereby 
illustrating the desirability that 
amendments to the charter be pre- 
pared long enough in advance to 
permit of publication and discus- 
sion before they come before the 
Legislature.

year. That is one-quarter of the 
amount of money that must be got 
from new sources of taxation if we 
are to put an end to the series of 
annual deficits on running ex- 
penses, and to re-establish the city 
on the basis of ‘‘pay as we go.’’

posals to levy new taxes—the busi- | 
ness tax, a tax on improvements 


and an income tax. The tax on 
improvements would of course fall 
upon the owners of improved pro- 
perty—that is, upon a section of 
those who heretofore have been re- 
quired to provide all the civie re- 
venue. This tax does not represent 
a lightening of the burden upon 
this class of citizens, nor help to 
solve the problem created by their 
inability to pay at the rate hither- 
to imposed.

The Only Way. 

The public meeting in

The proposal is not there- 
fore in the nature of a practicable 
remedy, and the situation stands 
unchanged ; ¢ither the Legislature 
must put into the city charter

The Western Canada Fire Un- 
derwriters’ Association of Win- 
nipeg has declared war on the 
city of Edmonton. They are 
blackmailing the city for $109,- 
000 a year, by increasing the in- 
surance rates under pretence: 
First, that the city has less ade- | 
quate fire protedtion now than 
it had two months ago; and 
Second, that it did not’ have 
adequate fire protection then. 
Although during February,

down, was giving efficient fire 
protection. The rates were not| 
raised because of that fire. They | 
were only raised after the old 
brigade had been reinstated. The | 
rates were raised, says the asso- 
ciation, because the appointment 
of a fire chief as the result of the 
plebiscite ‘‘tends to keep the 
brigade in an _ unsettled and | 
therefore inefficient condition.’’ 
But the reinstatement of the old 
brigade does not, as a matter of | 
fact, keep the brigade in an un- 
settled condition. Quite the con- 
trary, as everybody in Edmonton 
know. Why do the Western 
Fire Underwriters’ Association 
make such an absurd statement? 
Because they cannot find a truth- 
ful statement that will support | 
their case, 

The reason for the rate in-| 
crease is disclosed in a first page | 
article in ‘‘The Bulletin—An In- 
surance Journal’’ published in 
Toronto under date of Feb. 1st. 
The article is as follows: 

Unionizing of Fire Departments Not 

to be Tolerated 


Fire underwriters will do well to 
follow closely the movement inau-

of Labor to organize trade unions

At Dallas, Texas, last month, the 
firemen, almost to a man, Went on 
| strike because the city authorities 
refused to allow them to form a} 
union.

While trade unions have their 
proper place in the industries, they 
should not be tolerated in the civil 
service, It is too hazardous to life 
and property to have either the fire 
or police department under the jir- 
isdiction of the American Federation 
of Labor, or any other outside or- 
ganization, with power to order a 
strike. No city would be safe under 
such a condition,

‘Parliament Sits at 


ttawa in Violation 


Of the 


Election Law 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier Points Out That Session Has Met 
Without Act Being Complied With in Regard to Sol- 
diers’ Votes—Discusses Subjects Introduced in Speech 


From the Throne. 


Ottawa, March i19—The debate was 
continued on the address without de- 
lay when the house met this after- 
noon. Air Wilfrid Laurier, on rising. 
was greeted with prolonged applause 
by the members sitting to the left of 
the speaker. He plunged at once tn- 
to the subject of the contents of the 
wpeech from the throne, which he 
described as a document of unusual 
length, made up‘of subjects, old and 
new, but chiefly old. The matters re- 
ferred to, he said, were familiar to 
the people of the country. In regard 
to some of them, they were awaiting 
the decision of the government, and 
he would refrain from comment in 
regard to them until the government 
has introduced its proposals in con- 
crete form 

Sir Wilfrid noted that the speech 
did not contain any mention of a sub- 
Ject which did not require any ex- 
planation. Since the former pariia- 
ment prorogued quite a change had 
taken place in the government. "I 
did not,” said Sir Wilfrid, ‘say change 
of government, but change in the go- 
vernment. I see no difference in the 
old and new government. There is 
no new government; it is the same 
old government which has existed for 
the last six years. As long as there fe 
no change in the premiership there is 
no change in the government. It is 
the same control, and the same prin- 
ciple that prevails,” 

Change In Complexton. 

Sir Wilfrid went on to say that 
while there had been no change in 
the government, there had been & 
change In its complexion. There had 
been not only an alteration, but an 
improvement in the administration. 
There had been infused into the gov- 
ernment, a rosy, red color (rouge) 
which {is pleasing to the eye. The 
former government, he said, had de- 
cided that unless a copious draft of 
rich red blood were infused into its 
decrepid system things might go bad- 
ly with it.

He cleimed that the provi- 
sions of the act had not been ob- 
served when the general returning of- 
ficer accepted telegraphic reports of 
the military votes cast overseas. It 
might be sald that this was a form- 
ality. But {f it was an idle formality, 
why did the act require complete 
mailed reporte before a member could 
be declared elected. This acceptance 
of telegraphic reports was not in ac- 
Cordance with the law. How was it 
then that the general returning offi- 
cer could publish a Hat of membera 
such as was available today, He be- 


| lieved Mr. O’Connor was a fair, able 


and high-minded servant of the pub- 
lic, and he did ..ot think Mr, O'Connor 
capable of doing anything wrong in 
making such declarations, 

The appeal which had been made 
at the last general election, Sir Wil- 
frid contended, had not been made to 
the solid electorate of the couniry. It 
had been made to a specially manu- 
factured electorate.

“There is a constituency called Fd- 
monton West,” said Sir Wilfrid, 
“which was represented in the last 
Parliament by as brave a man as ever 
sat in the house In this constituency 
there was nothing ehort of a con- 
spiracy to defeat him.

Its Meaning and Application. 


; HE Dominion Income War Tax Act, passed at the last session of 
Parliament is now in force and all those liable to taxation under 
the of the Act must file the required returns for the 

year 1917, on or before 31st March, 1918. 


The Act provides that there shall be assessed, levied, and paid upon 
the 1917 income of every person residing or ordinarily resident in 
Canada, a tax upon income exceeding $1500 in the case of unmarried 
persons and widows or widowers without dependent children, and 
upon income exceeding $3000 in the case of all other persons. 
Corporations and joint stock companies carrying on business in Canada, 
no matter how created or shall pay the normal tax upon 
year of corporations and joint stock 


below. Read the particulars about the forms provided, then note the 
form or forms that fit your case. Don’t forget to make three copies, 
You keep one copy, and in the case of Forms T1 and T2, deliver two 
to the Inspector of Taxation for your district In the case of Forms 
T3, T4 and T5, two copies must be filed with the Commissioner of, 
Taxation at Ottawa.

AERIAL WORK OF 
BRITISH BRINGS 
MUCH SUGCESS 


| Eighteen Enemy Airships Down- 
ed and Eight Driven Down 
Out of Control 


London, Mar. 18.—Bighteen Ger- 
man machines were destroyed, eight 


were driven down out of control and 
an observation balloon was destroyed 
by British aviators in the air fighting 
on Sunday, according to an official 
statement late tonight dealing with 
the aerial activities on the wesiern 
front. The statement follows: 

“A good visibility on Sunday en- 
abled our aviators to increase their 
work in the air, The railway siding at 
Somain and hostile rest billets on all 
parts of the front and three of the 
enemy airdromes were heavily bomb- 
ed, a total of 10 1-2 tons of bombs 
being @ropped. Over one of the air- 
dromes attacked, a fierce encounter 
took place, the result of which three 
hostile airplanes were destroyed, our 
own suffering no losses, 

“During today eighteen German 
machines were downed, eight driven 
down out of control, and an observa- 
‘tlon balloon destroyed. Four of our 
machines af missing.
